Low Water Bridge Crumbles. 
FRANCIS,

The ferry boat of the Francis Ferry 
Company and the entire low water 
bridge across the South Canadian

ing, according to reports of eye wit­ 
nesses. 
The rise in the river was 
one of the greatest ever known, a 
wall 
of water approximately five 
feet high rolling down the wide ex­ 
panse of sand. 
The first rise struck the bridge 
around 3 o’clock. The ferry boat, 
fastened by two strong cable and 
two one-inch 
ropes, 
went 
down 
stream, the weight of 
the 
water 
snapping the fastenings as though 
they were mere threads. 
A 
few 
hours later, the reinforced cement 
bridge crushed like an egg-shell and 
was swept down with the rushing 
waters. Observers say they believe 
the entire bridge is gone, but there 
is no way to prove or disprove these 
beliefs. 
Officials of the 
Francis 
Ferry 
Company say they have no infor­ 
mation to give out about the re­ 
building of the ferry boat. Action 
will depend upon amount of the ce­ 
ment bridge left. If not more than 
a few panels of the bridge have 
been destroyed, the ferry will be 
put in operation, Of course, if most 
of the bridge is gone, it may not 
be practical to resume operations. 


Byng Bridge Uncertain 
Information from Byng is that 
the water is several feet over the 
low water bridge and it is impos­ 
sible to determine what damage has 
been done.

The roof was shot partly away 
by machine gun fire, and hundreds 
of shots were exchanged between 
the officers and the solitary gun­ 
man before he was finally killed. 
Two machine guns and a high 
pressure hose were used in an ef­ 
fort to cave in the walls. Sulphur 
and other chemicals were dropped 
into the attic through a skylight 
in an effort lo smoke out the fugi­ 
tive.

The Crook was formerly a British 
ship, having been built in Scotland 
in 1882. She was known as the Rou- 
mania until purchased by the Unit­ 
ed state at the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war. 
Her gross 
tonnage is 4,126. 
It is also planned to sell the 
transport Warren which 
operates 
regularly 
between

China ports. The Warren was once 
the German ship Scandia of the 
Hamburg-American line. 
She was 
built in 1889 and purchased at the 
breaking out of the Spanish war,
